Tho drive for help for refugecs 
which appears in the local 
Press usually showing pic- 
tures of apparently destitute 
fomuits, raises certain doubts 
in my ming about the au- 
thenticity of many of these 
articles. . 
have lived very close to the 
poor of the Colony for over 
seven years.;,1n no casa, have 
I found absolute ‘want’ such 
as one finds in other countries 
such as India, ri 

What strikes me 98 paradoxical 
is that there Is a shortage of 
labour in the Colony at the 
present time, I Ilvo in tho 
New Territories where 
farmers are unable to ect 
coolie labour for thelr farms. 
My Immediate neighbour 
owns a large farm and 
employed twelve coolles, He 
now has flye and fs, for this 
reason, unable to malntsin his 
farm satisfactorily. 

The same thing applies to most 
industries, They are short of 
Inbour. I am referring to 
unskilled Inbour. I have 2 
small holding, I require o 
coojie for watering and 
gencral handy work. I am 
offering to such a man $170 
pm, and quarters, together 
with cooking utensils, kero- 
sene ele. I cannot get one. I 
demand 2 steady, honest 
workman, Nothing.more. He 
will be trained by me. 

It is falrly well recognised that 
if you have a servant, whether 
it be an amah ors gardener 
or handy man, hang on to 
them for if they leave you, 
you will not. readily find 
another, ' 

After my zardenct, whom I had 
trained, left me afler two 
years faithful service, I have 
tried «=o the: = Prisoners Aid 
Soclety, The Leper Colony 
and, oddly cnough the Mong- 
kong Soclat Service people 
who claim in the Press that 
they are trying to find work 
for these desiltute pcople. 
None of these organisations 
have been able to produce one 
ind{vidual who Is prepared fo 
take this Job at $170 a month. 

My expericnce has been confirm- 
cd by many friends both pri- 
vately and in industry. Per- 
laps someone can explain. 
why it Is that the public Js 
being asked to donate moncy 
to help those who, quite 
obviously, are nok prepared to 
help themsctyes. ; 

Charity can be misapplied and 
also abused and I have con- 
crete evidence where this bas 
happened, : 

Some twelve months ago I was 
approached by a well known 
missionary association.. They 


had 2 widow with = three 
children who wished to settle 
on a picce of agricultural Jand 
and to work it. I offercd 5 
small cultivated field and the 
mission undertook to build s 
hut to the value of $400. 
Water wor already Iald on. 
She‘ took one look at the field 
and apparently approved it. 

I was later Informed that she 
had decided Chat she would 
ike to Hive in another part 
of tho Territories. She went 
back onto the charity of the 
mission. This fs 2 pernicious 
and vicious position. That 
they took her back onto thelr 
charity Is an exnmple of 
misplaced charity. 

There Is no reason whatsoever 
why a physically fit man can- 
not ect a well-pald job within 
the Colony provided he is 
prepared to work and docs 
not pick and choose his condi- 
tons, Beggars cannot be 
choosera and if work can be 
provided they should accept 
if, otherwise charity should 
erase. This is a basio prin- 
ciple in problems of this kind 
and has been applied clsc- 
where. 

Thero are plenty of sick and 
elderly people in the Colony 
who stand in the need of help, 
but there are also many. who 
are not prepared t© do an 
honest Job of work as long as 
they can get free food and 
clothing. * 
could give a much 
illuminating talk on this 
question with facks and 
figures but this is not the

nlooe for it. Can somcone in 
authority clear up this prob- 
lem? Why Is there unemploy- 
ment when industry is crying 
out for Inbour?

The King sank into a semi 
coma early in the evening 
and drifted into complete 
unconsciousness,
